par, otherwise at par.” The value of these Bonds, for some 
time past, has been regulated by the premium paid upon them 
in their redemption at the United States Treasury. In a 
| notice issued by the Secretary of the Treasury, about the lst 
| inst, he advertised to redeem the Texas Indemnity Bonds 
| at 5 per cent premium, from and after the 1st day of Novem- 
| ber. This was the authority upon which the premium was 
| fixed at 5 percent, upon the Bonds loaned to the company 
| ‘aforesaid on the 28th inst. Still, on the very day of the loan, 
| private advices were received here, that the Secretary of the 
B oium, had on the 14th inst., discontinued the redemption 
| of United States Stocks for the present. This information 
| was considered reliable, but to act upon it, left the office with- 
| out data, upon which to fix the value of the Bonds; they were, 
| therefore, paid to the company, ab the premium mentioned, 
| with the understanding and agreement that the rate should 
É bedetermined by their value in the stock marketot New York

Owing to the 
É fact that the law of August 29th, 1856, could not be placed 
in the hands of many of the county courts, until after the 
District elections for trustees had been held under the Act of 
I January, 1854, and those trustees, in many instances, had 
| entered into contract with teachers for tuition for the scholas- 
tic years 1856,—57 ; (which contracts could not well be rescin- 
ded,) it resulted that during the last scholastic year (to August 
É 3lst, 1857) some of the counties worked under the District 
E system of the Act of 1854; others adopted at once the system 
E of the Act of August, 1856; and some never organizing or 
E having schools under either system, so that there has been no 
E uniformity of action, and but little information gained relative 
B ib the probability of the present law on the subject of schools 
| proving satisfactory to the public at large. 


E The 10th section of the Act of August, 1856, makes it the 
M duty of this office to require of the county courts “an annual 
E report of the number of schools, the number of children, the 
E disposition of the fund, and such other information as will 
3 E a correct idea of the schools.” "This requirement has 
$ been made of the county courts of every county in the State, 
E by a circular, issued from this office, dated November 17th, 
| 1856 ; but I regret to say it has not received general attention. 


M Up to this date, but twenty-two counties, out of one hundred 


| and twelve organized counties, have sent in their reports for the 
E past year, and such as have reported, with but few honorable 
| and praiseworthy exceptions, are greatly wanting in detail, and 
| devoid of interest or information of value to this office, in 
E making that part of its report under the head of “stikgestions;” 
$ which, properly, is dependent for its basis, upon these county 
3 reports, This office has no other reliable source of information 
| than the county courts. The law locks to them for reports of 
M its workings; its defects, and such suggestions of change, 

| tmendment or addition as oe shows to be necessary.— 
M These, when general, full and explicit, would comprise a mass 
M of information for this office to lay before the Honorable Legis- 
E lature, and thus enable that body to legislate understandifigly 
B in their efforts to make more perfect our school system,

From the correspondence this Office has had with Chief Jus. 
tices, Teachers and others, more or less interested iu Schools 
mote knowledge has been obtained of the defects in the last 
School Law, and the amendments necessary to enable counties 
to work with ease and uniformity under it, than from any other 
source, 

Our present annual School Fund, for distribution, say 
$106,973 88, among 86,799 children, is entirely inadequate to 
justify expectations of anything approaching a creditable o 
perfeet system, and unless the annual fund can be largely in- 
creased, so that by its amount the people of the State will be 
induced to take more interest in the cause of common school 
education than they now do, I am convinced that our present 
(apology for a) system should he adhered to—only let it be 


it, and be enabled to avail themselves of the benefits to be de 
rived from it. 

I am satisfied that the District System of the Act of 1854, 
would have proven more acceptable and more beneficial than 
the present one ; provided, County and District Officers had 
felt such deep and abiding interest in the subject as to have 
ensured their active, energetic and persevering labors in the 
various duties assigned to them by the law. But as that sy 


too inefficient, and the law, therefore, repealed, I am far from 
recommending the repeal of the present law—a change ofthe 
present system—because it, too, has, in the short and partial 
experience under its workings, proved to be defective and nèt 
meeting fully the expectations of the people, It would ke 
folly to change our system every two years. If it is done, th 
people will never know the law : they will never be able to wotk 
to advantage and profit under any system with such constant 
changes. Better have a poor system well understood, than # 
have the most approved, and the people ignorantof its provi- 
ions, The present one is admitted inefficient, but let us try? 
make it efficient ; let such amendments be made as are mt 
needed, so that the benefits intended by the law may be easly | 


To remedy apparent defects and reconcile conflicting prow | 
ions in the law, I would respectfully suggest the follow 
amendments, and give a few of the reasons why necessa. 
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Assuming that the present Legislature will, without doubt, 
pass a law changing the time from the 31st. day of October to 
the 31st day of August, for the fiscal year to close, the differ- 
ent Offices of Government, I wouldsnggest that the scholastic 
year, both fiscal and teaching, should close on that date (Au- 


| tribution of the Scheol Fund two months earlier than at pres- 
ent, and this of itself would be of great advantage to Teachers 
in enabling them to receive their pay more promptly ; it would 
k also give this Office sufficient time to prepare its reports and 
|, present them to the Legislature at its commencement, instead 
of sending them in a month or six weeks thereafter. 
The law should be so amended as to fix the teaching sho- 
$ lastic year from the 1st of September to the 31st of August 
E following, and schools taught within those dates only, to be 
E included in any given year's tuition; and require of every teacher 
| whose school has been conducted under the law, with the ex- 
| pectation of being benefitted by its provisions, to report forth- 
| with to the County Court as required in the 5th Section of the 
| Law. Im addition to the requirements made of the teachers 
E in said Section, it should be made their duty to state in their 
| reports the names of all the scholars, the amount of tuition, 
E what has been paid by each patron, and what is still unpaid. 
} As the system now works, some patrons pay the teachers the 
| full amount of tuition due by them. The teachers report to 
| the County Court the names of the scholars and the.number 
; of days tuition only; and the County Court, in making the 
| distribution under the 4th Section of the law, having no evi- 
| dence of the teachers having received full tuition from some of 
| the patrons, allow them the pro-tata upon the basis of their re- 
| ports, when, in fact, the pro-rata of all such as have paid in 
| full, should go to such patrons instead of the teachers. As 
| the law nowstands, there is no check upon the teachers. They 
| can before, or even after their report is made to the County 
F. Court, collect from such patrons as are able to pay in full the 
| Whole tuition due, and still receive from the County Court the 
pue due the children of such patrons, without the patrons 
E twng any knowledge of the amount, or being benefitted in 
| auywise by the State bounty, unless they individually call upon 
| the teachers fora settlement. By reference to the report made 
| to this Office from the County Court of Caldwell County, it 
| Will be observed that they have adopted a course curing this 
| defect in the law, by which the patrons will receive their pro- 


gust, 31st,) also. Such a change would make the annual dis- - 
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rata of the Sehool Fund, without its passing'into the hands of E 
the teachers. They presume that all who are not classed in 
the law as “indigent,” will pay the teachers in full according 
to contract, and instead of paying the publie fund remaining B 
on hand after the tuition of the indigent has been satisfied B 
to the teachers, the County Court appoints for each school M8 
taught in the County under the law, three a EVE paton E 
to receive the money, and pay to each patron his or herdistri. B 
butive share of the fund, requiring said agents to make ful 
reports of their acts at the February term of said Court fil 
lowing their appointment. This plan has worked well in Cald- B 
well County, and I would suggest that provision be madein M3 
the law, making itthe duty of County Courts to adopta simil: B 
one in their réspective Counties. It would have this advan B 
tage over the present provision. Teachers could at once, after BE 
closing a school session, collect from all patrons able to pay, 
the full amount of tuition due by them without having to wait E 
for the annual distribution of the State bounty. The patron B 
instead of the teachers would then wait, but itis my impression B 
they would be more certain to receive their distributive share E 
from persons so appointed, than through the teachers, at least, 
with more convenience. Even if the amounts should not he E 
paid to the teachers, but left in the County Treasury to the | 
credit of the patrons, it would be inconvenient for each patron M 
to.call for the small amounts due them, and this would be ob Bi 
viated in a great measure by the appointment of trusty patron 
of each school to pay such dues in their immediate neighborhood 
The law is clearly defective in not providing some standanl 
other than tho affidavit of the teachers for determining whit 
patrons are unable to pay their share of tuition. As it nor 
stands, it simply requires the teachers to be satisfied that a pat 
ron is unable to pay, without defining the process to be pursusl 
to arrive at such result, when they can report their conclusion 
under oath to the Chief Justicé and receive payment fori m 
tion due b such patrons, having them classed under the head. B 
indigent. I would suggest that the teacher's oath be. sup | 
ported by the certificate of at least two responsible pay 
patrons of the school, to the effect that they are acquaint 
with the pecuniary circumstances of the person or persons p 
cluded in the report of the teacher as unable to pay, and at § 
satisfied that the statement of the teacher is correct, and that . 
the amount reported should be allowed ; or give the Oolitij 
Courtrevisory powers, so that by examination of the tax rdl 
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on file in the County Clerk’s Office, and by their individual 
knowledge of the situation of most of the residents of the 
County, that body can check any errors made by teachers in 
their returns, and make such corrections as facts in its posses- 
gon will justify. 

There is some difference of opinion among County Courts 
as to the proper construction of the proviso to the 4th Section 
of the law. A short tiu e since I had occasion to submit the 
law to the Attorney General for his opinion upon some 
doubtful points, and in his reply, upon the construction of this 
proviso, he says: “It might be undérstood from its language, 
* that no child whose tuition has been entirely paid from any 
* source, shall receive a benefit under the law. The manifest 
“injustice which would result from such a construction, re- 
“quires us to find some other, if consistent with the terms of 
“the Act. To ilustrate:—It may happen, that one patron 
“who is able to pay, has paid ; another, equally able, has paid 
“only in part, or notall. The law certainly did not intend to 
“give any advantage to the non-payers ‘on account of their 
j “default, not arising from inability. The meaning of the pro- 

“viso, as I take it, is, that no money shall be paid to a schol- 
“lar, in any event, over and above what is sufficient to discharge 
“the amount due for tuition, in cases where asurplus remains 
| “after paying in full the indebtedness of all the schools.” 
| This, without doubt, is the true interpretation of the proviso ; 
j buta school law, above all others, should be so framed as to 
| be understood alike by all; leave no room for false construc 
; tions, to the end that there may be uniformity in its operations. 
P Some Counties have met with difficulties in determining the 
| character and rate of tuition, that should be allowed to such 
| a come under the head of indigent. By a compliance with 
[ the law, all schools are declared “ free public Schools.” This, 
| of course, would include Colleges, Universities, Academies 
| and Institutions of the highest grade, where the charges are 

aegulated by the course of studies pursued, as well as the 
Country Schools where teachers are employed at fixed monthly 
| ‘Wages, or at so much a session for each scholar without refer- 
| ence to the studies pursued. Now itis natural that parents 
should prefer schools presenting the greatest advantages, and 
| Wis not to be wondered at, that those who are unable to pay 
| the tuition of their children—availing themselves of the 
| benefits of the law to the fullest extent—should send their 

children to the best institutions open to receive them, This 
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course Is pursued, particularly in the towns and villages where 
schools of a high grade are in operation, and the result is, that 
the tuition of such children has to be paid at the high rate 
of such schools, out of the public fund, provided therefor— 
This is giving superior advantages to some of the same class 
and manifest injustice to those children, who differently loca. 
ted, and attending schools in the country, nre confined m 
their studies to elementary branches of English, at rates of 
tuition at least three-fourths less than those attending the 
high schools—all to be I out of the same fund, and nnder 
the same provision of the act, To meet these high rates of 
tuition for the indigent, will prove an onerous burden to the 
counties ; besides, there is a want of justice in such an unegui 
distribution of the State bounty, and a little reflection, will] 
think, convince any one that some established rate of tuition 
should be fixed for such scholars as are unable to pay. This 
can be done, either by authorizing the County Courts to fix 
the rates for their respective Counties, by an allowance io 
each teacher or school of so much per day, for each days 
tuition of this class of scholars. This would make the benefits 
of the law uniform throughout a County, or by the Legisla- 
ture fixing the rate in the law, which would make it uniforh 
throughout the State. By adopting either of these plans, it 
would lead such institutions of learning to regulate ther 
charges by the course of tuition given, to have primary depart 
ments, where they could afford tuition to the children of tht 
indigent at the rate established by the County or State; tf, 
if allowing a full course to students, they would khow what 
they could receive from the County Treasury therefor. 
Provision is also required to cover another defect in th 
law, It frequently occurs that schools are organized on t 
borders of a County, attended by scholars from adjoinitg 
Counties. The teachers of such schools are only required % 
make their report of tuition fo the County Court of lik 
County in which such schools are located ; and in dog? il 
they include the tuition of scholars not belonging to fiti 
County, but who have been estimated in other Counties, : 
whose tuition should be chargeable to the county from whe 
they came. The fund of one County should not be appropt 
ated to pay the expenses of tuition due from resident A, 
other Counties, I would suggest that the law make it W. 
duty of teachers, under such circumstances, to report to ti 
different County Courts, the actual attendance from cat 
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E County sending scholars to such schools, and the reports of 
B such teachers be considered by the County Courts the same as 
E if the Schools had been located within the limits of their 
E ountiy. 
; Ee an evident disposition in some Counties to make 
E use of the present school fund, only for the tuition of such as 
B are unable to pay. The fund is sufficient to meet the wants 
| of this class, but after they are paid, there is so little left for 
Í general distribution ; the pro rata is so small, as scarcely to 
E make it an object to pay out, or for those interested to 
B claim, As the indigent are most in need, of State bounty, 
| and the evident intention of the law is to give them, if none 
others, present help, I think it might prove well to allow 
P County Courts to exercise discretion; and. after paying all 
É charges for indigent, to either distribute the balance according 
B to the present provisions of the act, or give them the privilege 
B ofloaning the same, with approved security at 10 or 12 per 
E cont interest, thereby having an accumulating County school 
B fund, to be used hereafter as sound policy may dictate. 
E .i would respectfully call attention to the report (in docu- 
E ment ^D") of the Chief Justice of Comal County, to the 
| effect upon that County, of the abolishment of the District 
E system established under the Act of 1854. This report is so 
| fall in its preference for the District system over the „present 
; one, that. 16 is unnecessary for me to say more, than that 
E other Counties ate in a similar situation to that of Comal, 
| and suggest that provision-might be made for such Counties 
| as fully complied with the Act of 1854, by organizing their 
| districts, building and furnishing school-houses &c., to allow 
| them to continue, at their option, the district system. ;It 
| may be urged against this, that there would be no system or 
E wiformity of action. Grant the objections; but it will lose 
| all force, when, what we now call a system is closely scanned, 
| H will be found, not a system, but an excuse or apdlogy for, 
| the distribution of so much money, annually, among the dif- 
| ferent Counties, which, when once in their- possession, can 
| take as many different directions as the law is capable of dif- 
ferent constructions, or as the opinions ef the County Courts 
| Will permit the use. thereof. : There is no other check than 
the County "Treasurer, who, consenting, the fund can be, (and 
| In some cases, I fear, has been) used for locating school-lands 
: mpporting paupers, and paying ordinary Gounty debts. But, 
E i have said before, the annual School Fund is too insignifi- 
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cant, when compared to the number of children, to give hope 
o? expectation of a system, affording general benefit, at all 
creditable to the State, Withouta large increase of the fund, 
our efforts should be mainly directed to the education of such 
. 8s are unable to pay tuition, and abandon the hope ofa 
system of common schools, free to all—riéh and poor—until 
we have the means to justify it. 

There is evidently a general desire for a change in that pro- 
vision of the State Constitution preventing the sale, fora 
period of twenty years, of the lands donated to the seven? 
counties for public schools, so that they may be made avail» 
ble for present purposes in the support of schools. In my 
report to the Sixth Legislature, I called the attention of that 
body to this change, by making use of the suggestions di 
your Excellency upon the subject in your annual message to 
the Honorable Legislature, under date December 23, 1853~ 
It will be observed that the Chief Justices of Comal ami 
Fayette Counties, in their reports, call particular attention to 
this subject, and I am satisfied that it would meet, with th 
views oia large majority of the peuple of Texas. 1 therefor, 
confidently trust the present Legislature will take the initiator 
step for such an amendment to the Constitution as will an: 
thorize the subdividing of those lands into small tracts, and 
the sale of alternate tracts, at not less rate than a stated 
minimum upon time; with 6'per cent interest, payable annually, 
Such a policy would give immediate benefit to many Counties 
in sustaining a system of schools, besides being conducive to 
the settlement and prosperity of those Counties wherein larg 
bodies of these school lands are located, ` :

No other district made any report. 

According to the year's return, made to your office by th 
Assessor and Collector of this county, there are in this end 
‚1094 children of the age from six to eighteen years, from whit 
number 429 are reported as having attended five schools in thi 
county. All schools reported are at and near the county ses, 
but none were reported from the upper part of the county. 
It may be that there were some schools in operation, bui th 
teachers did omit to send in their reports, notwithstanding ther 
were notified by an advertisement, in the newspaper pinte! 
at the county seat, to send in their reports by September. 

The accompanying tabular statement shows that of the fiy 
schools reported, one school, located at New Braunfels, wher 
three teachers are employed, had 295 scholars during the les 
year, who attended said school 40,433 days, which being @ 
the average 137 days for each child. 

Another school, located in Comaltown, had 44 children fw 
3,688 days in attendance, which makes 84 days for each child 
The third school is located about five miles from town, on t 
San Antonio road, where 42 pupils were in attendance 3,6% 
days which makes 86 days for each child. The fourth scho 
is located about five miles from town, in the mountains, whet 
29 children were sent during seven months, 1,814 days, vi 
makes 62 days for each child. And the fifth school is locate 
about eighteen miles from town, on the road to Frederidr 
burg, where there were 19 children sent during 3 1-2 mont 
1,265 days, being 66 days on the average for each child, 
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B From the foregoing, it can be seen that there was a consid-

lE seven districts of this county, subscriptions for school-houses 
were raised, and school-houses built or commenced ; but, after 
B the passage of the present school law, which repealed the Dis-

m ceased. At New Braunfels a large, substantial school-house, 
E with three large rooms, was built and furnished by voluntary 
Si contributions of the citizens, and finished in April, 1856. The 
IB school patrons, soon after, finding the same too small for the 
B great number of children, resolved to add to said building another 
E very large room, which was finished and furnished in April, 
E 1857, also by voluntary contributions ; and if the crops in our 
E county had not have proved an entire failure this year, still 
E another building would have been added to it, which now must 
E be delayed until times become better. In said school three 
E teachers are employed in four classes, and a fourth teacher will 
B be employed as soon as the necessary funds for his salary can 
¿de obtained. For the same school, a library, which very 
E probably consists of nearly 1000 volumes, is now on the way 
E fom Germany, as a gift from friends and relations in Germany 
A to said school, together with over 100 volumes contributed 
| front gentlemen of New, York. | 
B According to the Act passed at the last Legislature, autho- 
Bur the Trustees of the several school districts of Comal 
g county to levy and collect a special tax for school purposes, 
i approved February 4, 1856, I call to your recollection my last: 
E anual report, in which I communicated that an election in 
| the several school districts of this county was ordered, at which 
E election two of the districts voted In favor of said tax, to-wit:

Such a tax operates very well, and is no burden at all on the 
People, but does more to keep up the schools than anything 
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else, and, therefore, they wish very much to benefit themseka B 
by said Act. However, the Chief Justice is prevented ordering 
a new election by the terms of the last Act abolishing th B 
school districts, 
As indicated in the above mentioned last annual repo: M 
from this county, the present school law is more defective tha B 
the law of 1854, and one of the greatest objections to the lav J 
in force now, is the abolishing of the District System. Th f 
former law the people had hardly time to get acquainted with, B 
and get perfectly familiar with. It was defective in many EB 
instances, but not in'so many as the present law. 
According to the law of 1854, each county was to be hail 
out in school districts of convenient size, and each district B 
had to elect its Trustees and build school-houses. In ths 
county most of the districts have elected their trustees, aul § 
six or seven have built school-houses; but after having dom 
all which the law required, the next Legislature docs ava B 
with the District System, and the question is, now, to whom J 
do such school-houses belong? lt may happen that tm 
or three teachers would like to keep schools in such a distri, E 
each of them will have the support of some of the patron- 
who shall have the preference? Who superintends sudi | 
buildings and their furniture? Ifall the citizens shall doit, 
then certainly it will not be much cared for. Jurthemor, | 
under the former law, the patrons had to indicate, at an annul 
meeting, to their trustees, the kind of school they wanted B 
the amount of salary they wished to pay their teachers, ete; 
but the appointing of teachers was left entirely to the trustees; 
the teachers had nothing to do with the patrons; they wet 
only dependent upon the trustees; and, as it is always east E 
to get along with three men selected by the people, than wi 
the whole mass of the people, the teachers were much bette 
off under the former system than under the new one. 
the consequence is, as it is to be seen every day in every county, 
that county schools spring up every day, but, in most of ik 
cases, after a short time, one or the other patron finds fauli 
with the teacher, and does not send his children any mom 
until, after a while, the teacher fiuds so few children in bs 
school that he has to give it up, as it does not pay. SW 
people being, perhaps, very anxious to have their children edt 
cated as wall as their means allow; after some time they f 
another teacher, and so it goes on the same way. But, alle 
having done all that was in their power to get up a school, thy 
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E will lose their share of the school fund, as such teacher has t 
Í swear that he has taught his school for a period of at least 
three months; but it may happen that, in all, such a school 
E was taught for nearly nine months during the year, and still 
E the people would not be entitled to their share of the school 
È fund, as nono of the teachers had been employed there three 
E months; and 1f one of them had really taught so long, he has 
since left without having made his report. AN such things 
could not happen under the District System, as then it would 
E be the duty of the trustees to look out for the interest of the 
E school, and to collect all the money they could get, As the 
| trustees had to employ the teachers, the latter look to them 
| for their payment; and they were responsible for it so far as 
£ the income; of the school would go and if they had discharged 
É one teacher, they would directly employ another one, the 
E school always remaining the same, and being entitled to draw 
| its share of the school fund for the number of days the school 
| was taught. Itis to be supposed that the people will elect 
| mh trustees as will be qualified to fill said office, and feel 
p interest enough in the cause of education to promote this ob- 
E ject. But as it often happens that the people do not find the 
# best men at once, therefore, it is certainly better to have an 
| election for trustees every year, so that people may have a chance 
| to got trustees in case the former should not give satisfaction; 
E and, if elected every two yems, too much time for the children 
| would be lost, should the trustees not do their duty. 
F The plan, the undersigned County Court would unanimously 
E recommend, is the same as indicated in the last annual report 
| from this county, namely: 
E The Constitution should be so amended, that each county

B 
mend new books and apparatus for said schools ; if requested, B 
import such books and apparatus in the counties at the least B 
possible expense, visit the schools occasionally, etc. He 
should make the distribution of the school fund among th E 
several counties of the State ; the moneys derived therefrom

B | Sm :—I deem it necessary to draw your attention to several 
B deficiencies in the School Lawof 29th August, 1856. In con- 
| formity to the law of 1854, there were built in this County six 
1 school houses; some at considerable expense. It is now a 
j Question as to whose is the right to occupy and the duty to 
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superintend these houses, as the law of "56 has done away with 
School Trustees, It is highly necessary that this matter should 
be provided for by legislative enactment. ‘Those who contrib- 
uted to the building of these houses, contend that they ar. 
equally entitled to the occupation and use of them. Yonrad- 
vice on this matter would be thankfully received. ` The major- 
` ity of the inhabitants of this County would much prefer the 
law of 1854 to that of 1856, unless the latter be considerably 
changed and amended. By this latter law, the inhabitants of 
villages and towns are favored to the disadvantage of farmers 
and others scattered in the country, as the latter cannot send 
their children to shool regularly, while the former may send 
theirs daily throughout the year. As the money is distributed 
in proportion to the timo a school has been taught, it is obvious 
that those living in the country, labor under a great disadvan- 
tage, and there is no doubt that the law of 1854 was a more 
just law than that of 1856. Under the last law, any number 
of insolvents and widows may employ a teacher at any salary, 
and the County Court would be obliged to pay the same in 
preference to other claims of a similar nature. In this also, 
the law of 1854 was more just, as it excluded such extrava 
gance, and yet provided for the payment of the schooling af 
children of insolvents and widows. Much more might bo said of 
the inefficiency of the law of 1856, but its inadequacy is so well 
known that it would besuperfinous.

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simple method be suggested to the Legislature, so that the 
commonalilty of the people may understand the workings of 
the law; that some day be appointed for the distribution of 
the fund, which would save much trouble. We would also 
recommend that the school law be so amended as that only 
the poorer class be the beneficiaries of the State bounty.

Its operation at present is simply to give the amount, 
whatever it may be, as a bonus to the several teachers who 
may teach school in the county; the amount accruing to each 
child being so small that the parent of the scholar will not m 
one case in ten require any account to be made of it by his 
teacher in his settlement with him, and consequently it does 
not act either as a stimulant to sending children to school, 
who would go as well without it, nor is it any assistance 
the parent in settling his tuition bill. Taking this view of 
the matter, we would recommend a change of the present law, 
80 as to reserve to the State the whole of this residue, which 
is now distributed pro rate, to be added to the general school 
fand, or else to give to the several County Courts entire con- 
trol of it, to be used in such manner as they may think best 
to advance the interests of education in their several counties 
among those who, from whatever cause, may not be able to 
attend school, even with the advantages of the present law in 
favor of the indigent. The objects to which it probably fi 
would be applied would be the purchase of books for sucha § 
have no means to get them, and for the partial pay of board 
of such indigent children as lived so far from any school as to 
be unable to attend it in any other manner than that of being 
boarded out. : 

It would perhaps, too, be as well for the Legislature to fix 
the amount to be paid to the various teachers in the State foi 
the tuition of such indigent scholars as may be taught by them. | 
in order that there might be uniformity in the prices charged 
The practice pursued at present is, for each teacher to charge 
his usual tuition prices, which is almost, if not quite, doubli 
with some what it is with others.

different opinions about j here, that I am not certain that

| You wil perceive that we have made two seperate lists— 
| oneshowing the number of solvent, and the other the number 
| of indigent children and the amounts of tuition due for each, 
| In speaking of the requisitions of the 10th section of the 
law in your circular, you iehearse the language of the law

to. Most people about here argue thatif they pay the teache [E 
and take his receipt it will debar them under the provisions of f 
the fourth section from drawing any money under the prov E 
sions of the law. I cannot think so, although I am at a los f 
to know what the latter clause of the fourth section means, ft 
or what children it alludes to. 
We have made a report of ten schools that have reported;

WASHINGTON COUNTY. 

According to the meagre reports handed in, about mm M 
hundred children have attended school this year, the numb B 
of schools twenty-five, which gives an average of thirty-f*t E 
students to each school; one hundred and fifty have bet ma 
reported as indigent and their tuition paid in full by te 
county. 
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All of the money which accumulated from the dividend of 
1854-5 and '6, on account of Districts not organized, &c., 
the County Court turned over to the general, or indigent fund, 
consequently we have had a sufficiency to meet all indigent 
demands presented. 

The Court has also established an uniform rate for indigent 
children, which is ten (10) cents perday. We found no uni- 
formity in the charges of the teachers, and we thought justice 
required uniformity in the public beneficiaries. 

The claims against the indigent fund will not quite con- 
sume our dividend for the present year, but the balance will 
be too small to go into a pro rata distribution. 

I think if the poor can be equally benefitted, the hest dis- 
position which can be made of the school fund will be to pay 
it all out to them; and I think, from the present indications, 
in a short time the indigent claims will take up our dividends 
—the claims are increasing. 

Notwithstanding I published a notice to teachers to hand 
in their reports immediately after the first of September, yet 
many of them delayed until within the last few days, and 
some have not handed in yet, and probably will not until the 
close of the scholastic year as established by the law of 1856, 
and I do not think that any rule which we might make, re- 
quining them to hand in their reports at a given time, wonld 
barthem from their claims under the existing law; yet i$ is 
very hairassing to this office to have this matter allways on
